countries, it is not without interest to 
recall the origin of this custom. Ac-

very first Christmas card was design- 
ed by the late W. A. Dobaon, a mem- 
ber of the Royal Academy. Mr. Dob- 
•son was a very young man then—it 
in more than seventy years ago—and 
he sketched a family group toasting 
distant friends, surrounded by Christ- 
mas greenery, and send it to a friend, 
who showed it to his acquaintances-. 
The next year many brother artists 
copied the idea. 


Then the business man saw money 


in it, and began to produce cards in 
large and even larger numbers, until 
fir production and sale and distribu- 
tion of Christmas 
cards 
became a 


great international industry.

Before the wa* .the larger part of 


the Christmas card, were produced 
by Geimany and nold by the German , 
printers, and publishers in all parts 
of the world. 
During the pjiist few 


years, since the beginning of hostili- 
ties in 1914, England has cea.sed to 
import the German cards and English 
firms are not turning out as attrac- 
tive card.s and at as low n price as 
those "Printed in Geimany.'
